These arrangements will become especially necessary as soon as the rains 
set in.

Ox the 14th of April 1 summoned Colonel Rowlatt, the Deputy Commis 
sioner of Manbhoom, to meet me at Burdwan. It had been previously known 
to the Government of Bengal that some distress was threatened there, aud а 
provision of 50,000 maunds of grain had been made. But the local authorities 

d been originally sanguine that there would be no appreciable deficiency 
of food, and thougl at times apprehensions had been casually expressed, no 
fear seemed to have been felt for the safety of any considerable part of the 
population of the district. 


2. On the 14th April, however, Colonel Rowlatt distinctly reported that 
he had begun to fear the approach of severe distress among a population of 
about 350,000 souls. He then seemed to anticipate that the greater part of 
the above number would need assistance from Government for three months or 

ра more, and he asked that the provision of 50,000 maunds might be 
increased to 1,50,000 maunds. On its being pointed out to him that 1,50,000 
maunds would not suffice to sustain the above number for the period sup) 
he did not seem prepared to give a precise calculation without ег 
consideration. 


I therefore immediately requested the Commissioner, Colonel Dalton, to 4 
visit the district, and after conferring with Colonel Rowlatt, to report fully.

There are a vast number of applicants for this species of relief. About 64,000 maunds of rice 
have been received at Burrakur, and 32,000 maunds have been removed to the stations or 
relief centres of Roghoonathpore, Govindpore, Nirsha, &c.

Now that there is ample Government grain stored in every distressed 
district, it is possible to pay relief laborers in grain without imperilling the 
general supply of Government grain. It now becomes expedient that the 
disbursement of cash to relief laborers should be limited as soon as possible, 
and that relief wages should be paid in grain instead of money. 

2, Already on isolated works in some districts laborers are being paid in 
kind. The Chumparun narrative shows that Mr Lethbridge, whose exertions 
jn behalf of the people merit the warm acknowledgments of Government, has 
for some weeks paid the thousands of relief laborers under himself, in 
grain for six days, and in pice for the seventh day of the week. Recent 
papers received from the North-Western Provinces’ Government show that 
in Goruckpore some two thousand people were satisfactorily, in less than an 
hour, paid by means of zinc-tokens, which were in effect cheques for a specified 
quantity of grain. 

3. At paragraph 7 of this office letter No. 48T, dated the 25th April, of 
which a copy was sent to each of the more distressed Commissionerships, the 
Lieutenant-Governor drew special attention to the need for making Govern- 
ment grain available for sale, close to every road, tank, or other work upon 
which relief laborers are engaged. Seeing the differing circumstances of 
different districts and sub-divisions, the Licutenant-Governor is unwilling to 
issue any absolute or final order directing that all wages to relie! laborers shall be 
paid in grain; but at the same time he directs that on all relicf works one or 
other of the following alternative courses shall be followed :—

1. Patna.—Supplies continue to be abundant and comparatively ches; i 
Patna itself, but the pressure caused by the transport arrangements for Tatoos 
has kept prices high in Barh and Behar. There are now uo obstacles in the 
way of private import by rail, and the Magistrate should have stated whether 
private trade has in fact revived as was expected. There seems to be ample 
work provided everywhere for the poorer classes, and the numbers resort 
to it are increasing, having risen from 12,220 last fortnight to 14,297 in that 
under review. The Lieutenant-Governor quite approves of the Magistrate's 
seeing that the provision of relief work is not abused or unnecessarily prolonged, 
The North-West grain stored in the Government golahs must evidently be used 
as soon as possible. From several quarters bad accounts of it have been received, 
The Barh allotment has already been transferred to Tirhoot for immediate 
consumption, and now it is reported that it has been found necessary to sell off 
1,529 maunds of wheat stored in Bebar, which had become injured by insects, 
The Commissioner should again warn all his officers to issue this grain early, 
and meantime to have it watched closely. 

2. Gya.—The condition of this district continues favorable. Prices of 
grains other than rice are comparatively low. There is little demand for relief of 
any kind. The average number of laborers has decreased from 1,515 to 1,485, 
The Lieutenant-Governor has decided that beyond the 25,000 maunds of grain 
which have lately been ordered fróm the North-Western Provinces, no further 
quantity of Government grain need be sent to this district. The Collector 
objects to receiving North-West grain, as it keeps badly. He should use it 
up at once in paying his laborers and feeding his poor. The numbers 
charitably relieved are 822 in all. 

3. Shahabad.—1n this district there has been no change in the condition 
of the people. There has Been no rain, and, as agricultural operations are ata 
stand-still, the numbers on relief works show an increase, being 6,974 on the 
last day of the fortnight against 5,255 last fortnight. Tbe total number of 
persons on charitable relief of all kinds is returned at 2,861; but it is not 
quite certain whether in the ease of all sub-divisions daily averages are given 
as they ought to be, or whether the numbers represent attendances. Many 
of those relieved are engaged in subsidised occupations. There is certainly \ 
nothing like general distress, in this district, and the Lieutenant-Governor is of 
opinion that beyond a further quantity of 25,000 maunds ordered from the

that the local stocks are failing; the demand for charitable relief has suddenly 
developed; and the sub-divisional officer „asks for an allotment of 1,00,000 
maunds of grain, suggesting also the organisation of relief circles. The district 
officer believes that the opening of tank-works will meet all the distress likely 
to ari Mr. Worsely should, however, inspect personally the condition of the 
aub jon, and report more fully hereafter if further measures are required. 
The rainfall of the fortnight seems to have been very partial, and serious fears 
for the future are entertained in parts of the sudder sub-division. Tajpore 
seems to have benefited more generally than tho other sub-divisions. Тһе 
account given by Mr, Worsley of the state of things he found in Kutrah circle 
js highly unsatisfactory. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of the removal of 
the relief superintendent, and of the other prompt measures taken by 
Mr. Worsley to remedy matters. Mr. Worsley remarks that the villagers are not 
found to resort to the works till actually driven to do so, and it is said that with 
proper orgamisation no difficulty is found in imposing task or piece-work on 
the able-bodied laborers. There are now 1,13,909 laborers on relief works in 
this part of the district, and 6,657 persons are in receipt of charitable relief. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that advances to or for the support of 
the ryots are being applied for. Тһе amount of Government grain sold should 
have been stated. 

6. Sarun.—Private trade continues to bring in large quantities of grain 
weekly to this district; but the Hutwa manager is of opinion that stocks are 
running short in some parts of that estate. Mr. Hodgkinson proposes to 
begin a system of advancing grain from the Raj granaries through mahajuns, 
and of selling to petty traders and substantial ryots. The policy of advanc- 
ing grain to ryots should be liberally worked. The rainfall, which has 
done much good where it was at all heavy, seems to have been partial in 
distribution, and more is wanted. The Magistrate explains (in paragraph 28) his 
view of the state of the district stocks, and his reasons for believing that more 
Government grain should be laid in. It may be fairly hoped that as soon as 
the rains commence the river-trade will bring down much of the abundant 
harvest of the Punjab, seeing that even now the private trade of Sarun is so 
considerable. The Lieutenant-Governor has decided on the spot that no more 
grain is really required. The description given of the condition of the people 
shows that the pressure on the poor is great, but the relief n appears 
adequate.

The several bazara in the district continue to be abundantly supplied with grains of 
all descriptions, and no deficiency has been reported anywhere. The fortnight under report was 
happily free from any complaint regarding any block of traffio at the Patna city ot ghit 
statious. All the available carriage in the city and its vicinity are now completely at the 
disposal of the private trade, as I have my own carts especially engaged for transport of 
treasure, &e. ; and therefore the grain merchants are able to bring their grain to their golabs 
as fast as they can get delivery at the stations.

"The prices of grain in the interior of. the sub-division is 
tolerably low." The sub-divisional officer of Behar, who anticipates a slight rise in prices, 
owing to all or nearly all, the pack-bullocks, and other means of transport in his sub-division 
being taken up for conveying fodder to the river side for despatch to Champta, reports the 
import of food-grains into the sub-division during the fortnight as having been very small. 

5. Wehad on the night of the 27th ultimo a slight fall of rain, amounting to ‘37 inches, 
which fell more or less generally throughout the district, It was accompanied by hail, but fore 
tunately there were no crops on the ground to be injured by it with the exception of the mango 

„ which has sustained some slight injury, The rain was, however, too early to be of much # 
use for agricultural purposes, 

6, There are no crops on the ground now worthy of notice, The manager, Baboo 
Nowrang Behari, is still employed in bringing water northward towards Bankipore from the 
river Poon-poon. He has succeeded in opening the channel through some villages on the north ; 
but the waterestand in the main reservoir is, I am sorry to say, owing to the continued: 
drought and to the fact of there being other bunds higher up the stream, beginning to ran 
short so that he is making, but slow progress. 


Л. No caseof misery or starvation was reported during the fortnight. "The laboring 
classes have plenty of employment on our relief works, and the tanks and village works started 
by the several zemindars, Whose conduct I brought to the notice of Government ia my last 
narrative, I have sent out, Mr. Rattray, the salt officer, and the canoongo to visit these works 
and repor the average daily number of laborers employed on them, Their veturns have not yet 
been received. 1 was however glad to learn from the opiam gomasta of the Mosoara pergannah, 
the part of the district in which most of these works are, and concerning the welfare of which 
we had the greatest; anxiety, that the poppy crop had yielded remarkably well. The average 
outturn being over 6 seers the bigha. With the price of the opium now in their hands, and 
with our road works going on all around them, to say nothing of the making of embankments, 
and the excavating of tanks which are being carried on by the zemindars, vhe poorer classes 
should have plenty to carry them on till the rains set in, when they will find occupation in 
agricultural pursuits, and when the bhadoi crops will be shortly coming in.

Та the Sasseram sub-division various fluctuations are reported, but on the whole the 
salvdivisional officer states that prices have not differed materially’ from those oi the last 
port. The zemindars? stocks of rice are coming into the market, and there is some importation 
from the south. 

Prices remain steady in Bhabooa and Buxar. 

There has been no rain, but the wind changed round to the east for several days, and this « 
relief bas proved of use to the mango crop. Most of the cheena has been eut, The Loro rice 
still on the ground is doing well, Sugarcane aud vegetables are being irrigated, The mohwa 
trop in the south has proved a good yield, 

There has been no alteration in the condition of the people. Small.pox still continues 
jn the Bhabooa sub-division, though the cases reported are not numerous, No eases of starvation. 
have been brought to light. There have been 2 cuses of robberies. Grain-thefts are not 
sufficiently numerous to call for remark, 

‘The total of offences against property in April 1874, when compared with similar offences 
in April 1873, does not shew a much larger ratio of increase than that of April, 1873 when 
taken with the same month in 1872. (Jide Appendix В.) 


В.— Выль Works. 


During the fortnight under review 85,025 (48,550 men, 26,558 women, 12,917 children) 
were omployed upon relief works, giving a mean daily average of 6,750; the total number of 
persons at work on the last day of the fortnight was 6,974. ‘The rates of wages mentioned in 
my previous report have been maintained. These numbers shew decided increase, but not 
more than would be expected from tne almost total cessation at present of agricultural work. 

In the Arrah sub-division the roads previously mentioned still afford labor,

Bales of Government grain have been commenced in the Motipore, Jeytpore and Kutrah 
crdes. In the last mentioned circle, judging from the competition among the purchasers 
on the two first days of sale, I should think a very large amount of Government in 
ill be required. The allotments previously made (of which only some 8,000 maunds have 
Teen dored) was 24,000 maunds, and I have already applied to the Commissioner that it 
may be increased to 50,000 maunds, and that all the golals in the Sudder sub-division may 
receive their full supplies without delay. I hope to submit in a few days a revised estimate 
of grain requirements for these three sub-divisions.

26, During the time I was in camp at Kutrah, I advanced to the zemindar of Palisoul 
(a very distressed illage) Rs. 3,000 for the support of his ryots, and arranged to lend the 
ticoadar of Кабан Hs. 1,500 for а similar purpose. Tho relief superintendent of that 
drole is now principally employed in dealing with applications from ryots for advances. T 
have impressed on relief superintendents the desirability of giving advances as much as possi- 
lo on the joint security of a number of ryots, and when sutficiont grain is stored in the golahs, 
these advances, as directed in Government circular No. 48F, dated 25th ultimo (which I have 
just received), will be made in grain. The manager of Joritpore circle writes on this 
subject: “The ryots here are flooding me with durkhasts for loans, and I think the best 
plan with regard to them, both for celerity’s sake and to save you trouble, would be for you 
to place a certain sum in my hands which I will advance to those requiring it at a rate not 
exceeding Rs. 2 per beegah on the lands they plough. This will, I think, be the safest way, 
asshould any ryot run away, it would be easy to collect this amount from any new-comer 
‘who might wish to take up the runaway man’s land. I will also collect the loans given to 
ryote in my own villages myself, and pay them in to you when due.” 
I havo to advance the manager Rs. 5,000 in accordance with his suggestions.

In a purely agricultural population, 
the supplies in the hands of traders, and sold by them аге an infinitesimal portion of those 
held and distributed by mahajuns and well-to-do ryots. A reference to a carefully prepared 
register of all the bunniahs on the estate shews that, in the whole of the three tuppels above 
named (which contain an area of nearly 100 square miles), there are only some 60 bunniahs. 
Fire-sixths of these are of the poorest class, and not able to keep a stock of more than 5 or 10 
maunds of grain at a time, while the dealings of tho rest are on a very little larger scale. 
‘Their supplies are obtained principally by purchases from ryots who live about them. None 
of thom import grain. It is quite obvious that a very small fraction of the supplies for 
4 population of nearly 50,000 people can pass through their hands: yet it is notorious 
б wey ишу of this population—the poorer class of cultivators and laborers have seldom 
D: of food in their houses, except immediately after the different harvests. In June,

٠ the above terms, and are yet unable to get assistance from their mahajuns, as otherwise 
this class of ryots might remain unaided altogether. At the same time, it is very advis- 
able to work through the mahajuns wherever possible, and I quite approve the principles 
on which Mr. Hodgkinson proposes to effect the distribution of the grain.

11. Rainfall.—Rain, on the 27th ultimo, appears to have been general throughout 
tho northern half of the district from the Hutwah estate in the north-west, to Sonepore in the 
south-east; but except in portion of the Hutwah estote, in the Burrowlee thana, and the 
adjoining portion of the Bussuntpore thana, and in the northern part of Mushrukh, there 
does not seem to have been cient to do much good. Where the rain was heaviest, 
immense benefit will have been afforded both in furthering agricultural operations, and also to 
indigo and the later growths of cheena, while on the other hand the hail, which accompanied 
the rain caused some damage to the mangoes and to such cheena as was ripe. 

18. Mr, Hudson reports from Mushrukh:— 

“On the 27th there was а heavy thunder-storm between 7 and 9 r, at, but only very 
flight rain fell here. I hear, however, that as much as two inches fell at Bansghat and the 
north of the thana.” 

18. Mr. Reid of Suddowah factory also writes to the sub-divisional officer at Sewan :— 
“Since I last addressed you officially, the country in the Barrow division, has been 
refreshed by a good rain, as much as two inches falling in some places, which came down 
onthe the night of the 27th ultimo. This will do an immense amount of good, and the 
egriculturists are busy sowing Койо, marua, and late cheena crops.

is understood to be the groat source of supply. Still in view of possible eventualities, it seems 
that it would bo safer to have а larger provision of Government grain, and the moro sọ 
because under recent orders for the sale of Government grain on relief works, it may bo 
expected that about 1,00,000 maunds of the district allotment will be sold to the work-pecplo 
during May and June, while throughout the rains all the laboring classes as well as a large 
propostion of the ryots, will probably have to be provided for by means of advances of 
ernment grain. 

19. Regarding the crops on the ground, the following is extracted from Mr. Hudson’s 
narrative :— 

“ Cheena is in general cultivation in the immédiate vicinity of the villages, and is in 
different stages of growth, from the newly sown crop to that which is almost ready for 
cutting. The first crop will come into market in a few days. It seems to шө а pity. that

conveniently, while tho cultivation of the open fields is starved for want of water.” 

“Last week, Wazeer Hussein, the assistant superintendent of relief, paid a visit of 
inspection to Bussuntpore thana by my direction. According to him, cheena, dhan, and 
sugarcane have been sown in different places in this thana, but owing to failure of rain 
there is no hope of the crops growing. He reports that the supply of grain in Dussunipom 
thana is not abundant, but I am going to remove to that pip Ad ood next week, ani 
shall test his information. Не also reports the absence of all stocks of grain in the hands 4 
of the zemindars and ryots. These are dependent on the village gite a import from 
Tevelpinge. He writes :—“ there has been no death from tion in this thana, end 
the ryots are not, in great misery. The ryots state that they will get no assistanoo from 
cheena, as there is по hope of its yielding а crop."

зов of charitable relief. Тһе rubbee harvest has, as I have before mentioned, been of great 
assistance to the people. During a tour I took at the beginning of the period under report 
throughout the greater portion of thana Derowlee,I noticed particularly that the people 
looked оаа а and happy, and no complaints were made of distress and misery shewing 
itself amongst them. Except I should add, at the town of Derowlee itself, whore nearly half 
tho town had been burnt down by a fire on the 17th ultimo. About this fire and the people 
who suffered from it, I have already submitted a separate report, and so need not repeat 
it here.” 

“I visited nearly all the relief works that are being carried on in thana Derowlee 
under the officer of the Department Public Works, and under the Court of Wards’ at 
ВЫ) and ze the works on the south-west of thana Sewan, and found the laborers 
looking hale and hearty.” 

“Fires have taken place in several other villages besides Derowlee, and a number of 
houses and a good deal of property have been destroyed, but fires like this take place yearly 
inthe month’ of April ‘when the bot west winds blow and every thing becomes diy and 
ао tke tinder.

одете, no such statements were made to us,” 

28. In connection with the action of Government in importing grain, the following 
extract from a letter from Mr. Francis Murray of Burhoya factory, which brings clearly 
into view the beneficial effects of that action, may be quoted :— 

“ I believe that the energetic action of Government in parts of Behar, which аге not 
actually famine-stricken, is now being sneered at in several quarters, and that it is said that 
private trade would have amply sufficed to supply the wants of the population”, 

“There could not be a greater fallacy ; private trade means monopoly to the bunniahs, 
who combine to keep prices enormously high. The failure of the crops is their harvest. 
In ordinary years, the ryot having а large quantity of grain in stock is quite independent 
of the bunniah, but in years of scarcity, he is at his mercy. Government, by sending h 
quantities of grain into the district, has made this an impossibility, and whatever Suit 
ture has been incurred, will he amply repaid in future years, for it gives the ryot a ehane of 
emerging from an exceedingly disastrous season in comparatively easy oiroumstances, instead 
of being a bankrupt and a slave to his mahajun for tho rest of his life.” 

39. Known cases of misery and stareation—No cases of the kind have been reported 
as yet. 

30. Mr. Hodgkinson, however, writes under this head as follows :— 

“Mr, King saw a man very much emaciated from famine working on one of the tanks 
about 10 miles from Hutwah.

“attendance on the relief works is increasing, the daily average having now reached over 18,000, 
while 2,500 receive charitable relief daily. 1f the шешн of this tract be taken at 
285,000, 7 cent. thereof, therefore now depend on Government relief. 

Mr Howe hai visited nearly every part of his sub-division during the past fortnight, 
and reports that he was much struck with the marked difference in the present condition of 
the laborers compared with what it was early in January. “Tt is now quite exceptional” he says, 
“ to moet а person with that painful famine-stricken appearance which then was everywhere 
but too common. Even at the relief centres the steady distribution of charity has done much to 
improve the population.” Itis only, Mr. Howe states, “that section of the cultivating 
classes who do not come to the relief works, whose condition continues unsatisfactory.” Their 
food stores, or certainly those of the majority, are entirely used-up, and they have for some 
fime been depending solely on advances, or by selling their personal property. These 
advances, whe made by Government or the zemindars have proved quite insufficient to 
make up for the loss of their food-supplies, and though they have enabled Assameos to subsist 
hitherto, general distress is again shewing itself, and the Government advances will have to 
be largely increased before the rains set in. In the north the Tharoos, who hitherto have been

Common rice bad been selling at 104, and makai at 14 at head-quarters. The whole of the 
grain received into the sub-division had been weighed and stock taken thereof, with the 
exeoption of 6,824 bags. The statement showing the amount sold to the public, &o. will 
be found under its proper head, as also the number of persons relieved at the poor-houses. 

In subdivisions Motecharee-cum-Aadapore (No. 1), Mr. Oldham reports that the Govern- 
ment sales of rice have now been opened everywhere except on the Nepal frontier, and the 
rice is so readily taken at the Government rates, that it is plain that the amount held by the 
dealers was insignificant. In one case only, viz. at Ramgurwah, had Mr. Oldham heard of 
the traders attempting to undersell the Government, and this was only fora small quantity; 
all the bazars are fairly well stocked with the kinds of grain in season at this time of 


the year.

of the advance(9,05 maunds) is under the Rajah of Ramnuggur's security, part is on 

security of arrutdars, and a small portion under the Rajah of Bottiah’s security, in 
accordance with the arrangements made with Mr. Gibbon under the Commissioner’s sanction.

Every person, from the jeyt ryot to the poorest workman, seems, 
nat disposition, banded fo give as little information regarding the condition of their 
grain stores asthey can, Enquiries are invariably met with a tissue of falsehood ; and although 
we have overrun the whole country with officials, it is perfectly impossible to state what 
` amount of grain does still really exist. Officers can of course point to a few private golahs, 
which are known to contain grain, and to household stores exposed by fires, but of the 
actual resources of grain still in the district we have no clearer or more positive assurance 
than that rice has in some places now reached the highest price by 7 seers per rupee, to which 
it is likely to rise, and that at that price there are private stores which will last till the next 
harvest, no matter what the demand. 
8. Necessity for free sales of Government stores.—The time, however, seems to me to have 
* arrived when the Government grain must be freely sold, wherever the state of our stores will 
permit of it. I have asked Government permission to sell in Durbhunga where bazar prices 
ше driving the people to ask for Government rice.

“The Circle Officers have been very busy in making advances; from all I have seen and. 
heard, I am satisfied that in the question of seed we need not be apprehensive, "The most 
experienced of my Circle Officers, Baboo Ramokhoy Chatterjea, believes that the better 
class of cultivators, those holding, say, over 7 beeghas of land, have seed; about those with 
smaller holdings he is anxious," &c. 

14. My own view is that thero are whole villages without seed, others with abundance. 
I should put some of the Raj villages south of Ni epe ied in the former catalogue, and 
the village of Perozeghur in the latter. The case of these villages seems to me worst, which аге 
under lease to a farmer whose lease will shortly expire. There the superior landlord refers the 
tenants to the farmer, and the farmer refuses aid ; as he argues—“ My hold over these tenants 
will be over before the next crop is ripe, and I may then whistle for my outlay.”

f of my last report, and any change that there has been, may I think Pra 
be said to be. one for the better, as the organisation is daily improvi: 
throughout most parts of the country. Interesting evidence of the «йер 
of our relief works is given in a report I received from Colonel Burn the oth 
day, with reference to 254 families, who had been reported in January last, 3 
have deserted their houses. One hundred and ninety-eight of these families 
had returned up to the 21st April, and of the remainder nearly all except those 
who were very deeply in debt to their mahajuns, were expected to return 
shortly. 

3. The efforts made to give special employment to the Nooniahs in 
Durbhunga, do not seem to have been very successful chiefly owing to tho 
want of water, only 15 maunds has been manufactured. It is to be hoped that 
the east wind which has been blowing for the last four or five days will not 
cease without bringing a fall of rain, One shower has fallen, but as in Banki- 
pore what fell was chiefly hail, it did nearly as much harm as good, as it 
destroyed a considerable portion of the young mangoes, 

4. Iregretto say that the returns of information from the distressed 
tracts are still very imperfect, though frequent telegrams have been sent to the 
officers concerned, and every effort made to secure their submission, I have 
delayed this report now too long in hopes of getting complete returns, but I 
cannot delay it any longer.

Narrative of Scarcity and Relief of the district of Monghyr for the fortnight ending 2nd 
May 1874. 


A.—Srare or тнк CoUNTEY. 


Sovrn of the Ganges and in the Begoo Вега? sub-division, the markets continue to be 
well supplied, but the fortunate ryots, who secured a good rubbee harvest, are storing more 
тиш for themselves than they doin ordinary years. Many, if not all, of them appear to 
think that the present scarcity is only the beginning of troubles, and that another. year of 
drought is before us. This view according to their account із corroborated by the ominous 
coincidence of three visible eclipses occurring during the year. In the Bucktearpore circle, 
on the other hand, there is little or no grain in the bazars, and but for the Government 
grain there would be actual famine there. None of the rubbee has come into the market, the 
ryots very wisely keeping every available grain for the support of themselves and their families. 
‘The supply from the Government gola, however, is quite equal to the demand, and it is sold 
ont to the public through the local dealers, who express much gratitude in thus being able to 
support themselves and supply their customers. I have been carefully over the present 
condition and future prospects of this part of the country with Mr. Manson and Baboo 
Brij Lall Sing, a large zemindar, whose estates surround Bucktearpore, and I+think that 
although affairs certainly look rather bad just now, there is no reason to suppose that they will 
get worse or beyond our means of control. On the 27th there was a very heavy downfall 
of rain, calculated by Mr. Mai at three inches. It completely flooded the country for 
_ tome hours, much to the satisfaction of the people, particularly those who havea crop of 1. 
: A upon the ground. ‘This crop, which covers about 10 pcr cent, of the cultivated area, 
will be cut shortly, and it will, I hope, come into the market and relieve any undue strain on 
Government golas, The rain has also brought the ploughs into the ficld, and a very 
largo area is being loughed for the rasauti or second rice sowings, The first sowings on the 
lowest lands ready beon finished, and indeed when 1 was at Bucktoarpore, ae far back 
February, Т saw the ryots scattering the seed, This species of rice has the peculiar 
E TEE A itself to the depth of the water in which it is grown, and whilst the 
kind would be destroyed by excessive flood, this raises its head safely above the 
However high.

A ва 
of seasonable showers will bring this crop to perfection, and 1 trust reduce the present hist 

ices to almost their normal condition. In the Bucktearpore circle the eguntry is Берни 
to look quite green in consequence of the refreshed moogh crop and the early rice whieh’ 
now fully six inches above the ground. "The heavy rain and wind which did so much goat 
to the land, however, has damaged the mango crop all over the district, and there appesm c 
be little doubt now that the crop will be a poor one, Vegetables continue cheap, and th 
favourite kakri or native cucumber can be procured in most bazars at about a farthing 
each. The condition of the cattle continues good, and amongst some hundreds of transpo 
bullocks, which I passed during a day's ride lately, I did not see one in bad condition. M 

The condition of the people in the Bucktearpore cirele continues worse than in an 
other part of the district, but even there, thanks to the relief afforded, distress is confined 
to those who are physically incapable of work. It is wonderful how soon the condition of 
the people improves under Government relief, and at each ventre I visit, several persons, who 
have become almost stout, are reported as having arrived at the relief дербі mere skeletons 

I still continue to receive satisfactory reports from Mr, Roberts at Khurrukpore; he 
states that hithorto thore is very little distress in that part of the Durbhunga estate under 
his charge, and what little there is, is effectually being relieved, From Begoo Berai Mr. Wilkins 
reports the condition of the people unchanged, but he has requested that relief works 
may be opened in various parts of his sub-division in order to keep the people in good 
condition, as, now that the rubbee harvest is over, a good many persons want employment, 
I haye sent money to him to open relief works wherever РА тА necessary, but the 

ple refuse to go any distance to get work, althongh men are much wanted at 

urrukpore. Tho agent for collebting coolies for the railway in Rajshahye has met with 
very little success in this district, as every available man is required either for the roads, for 
the irrigation works at Khurrukpore, or for the numerous zemindaree works scattered 
all over the district. The explanation which was called for in the Resolution on my last 
narrative from Mr. Wilkins, whether the persons from Tirhoot receiving food 
were inhabitants of Tirhoot or of Monghyr returning home, is, that Mr. Wilkins used the 
word “ Tirhootees” or residents of Tirhoot ; had I allowed this word to remain, his meaning 
would have been clear enough, but never having seen the word before, and thinking it 
would not be understood, I changed it into as “ persons from Tirhoot", and thus caused the 
ambiguity which Mr. Wilkins was called on to explain. 

Mr. Wight, the Superintendent at Luckee Serai, in a report just received, writes—* all who 
are able to do any work find employment in the numerous tanks and embankments now being 
made, and the only persons who havo received relief are those utterly incapable of work.” 
This favourable report was anticipated by me for since the beginning of the year. І have 
made several visits to the Jamooee sub-division with the express purpose of meeting the 
zemindars and urging them to come forward and do their duty in giving work to the 
Mr. Currie makes a similar report, and indeed he goes во far as to 
labourers is greater than the supply.

in this circle being large and scattered, Mr. Manson has placed a few villages only in єўї 
group, so that the labor of visiting cach frequently will not be excessive He does not 
propose to pay the group superintendents as they are respectable men who have volunteered 
their services, and I know by experience that a little persuasion and praise, where it is due 
makes much more impression and produces more activity and interest in the work than the 
promise of any amount of pay. Although Mr. Manson’s arrangements are well forward 
they are not yet quite complete, but I hope they will be in working order by the time of 
my next report. 

‘Mr. Manson is also storing grains with respectable persons in all parts of the circle 
and ] propose selling large quantities of Government grain to people almost at their own 
doors, They may as well store it as the Government, and they are more likely to keep it in 
small quantities free of iuscets, which sooner or later are sure to attack it, if stored in large 
quantities, Mr. Manson bas а very able assistant in Babu Bholanath Dutt; this gentleman's 
Knowledge of the people and the country have been found particularly useful. "hey have 
together visited every village in their circle, and now that arrangements are being made 
for the superintendents of grouped villages to bring to their notice all cases of distross, I hope 
they will be able effectually to meet distress wherever it may show itself. 

In the Jamooce Sub-division Mr. Currie and his assistants have also been actively

Having been all over this part of the country myself and seen the complete failure 
of the December rice crop in many villages, 1 am quite surprised on receiving, 48, 
week passes by, so favorable an account of the people. In December the zemindar, Shab 
Abdool Hossein, who accompanied me over the worse parts, remarked, and apparently p 
much reason, that he considered the problem of keeping the low caste persons alive, one Of 
great magnitude.

“Regarding security, I am of opinion it is not worth the time and trouble of attempting 
to get it; in each case nine-tentlis of the ryots will repay the amount advanced if we have 
a good harvest, the tenth man will probably evade payment whether he gives security or not. 

“The officer should, however, particularly mention that notwithstanding а rumour is very 
general throughout the district that Government will not desire repayment, the rumour 
Jas no foundation whatever in fact, and that they will be expected to repay the loan in the

however, now believed that our moodies’ shops are established and our grain is being sold on 
all works where such action is necessary. 

14. The Commissioner bas duly received the instructions of the Lieufenant-Governor 

ing the remarks which were made in the last fortnightly narrative on piece and task work. 
The Commissioner begs that it may be understood that the adoption of the system referred to.was 
uo new measure in this division, ride Sir Richard Temple’s minute No, 41 of 5th ultimo. The 
orders newly issued were only intended to fortify and improve existing arrangements. It is 
understood that the Lieutenant-Governor generally approves of the way in which relief works 
are managed in this division, and of the principle of compelling able-bodied persons to work 
оп the piece or task system, which has been pretty fairly enforced here from the first. The 
Commissioner at once, however, attended to the Lieutenant-Governor's warning lest the 
sudden fresh introduction in any isolated cases, or with respect to the majority gf works, the 
more rigid observance of the piece or task system should cause suffering by driving from 
the works really distressed people. He communicated the Lieutenant-Governor’s wishes to all у 
the district officers, and telegraphed them to the Executive Engineers. The Commissioner 
ordered, moreover, that changes of this kind should be introduced as carefully and gently as 
ible, and, when the piece or task work system was introduced upon any work where day 

г had prevailed before, it should be done in the presence of the relief officers. It will be

The narratives of the districts of the Rajshahye division for the fortnight ending 
2nd May 1874, 

1. Moorshedabad.—The markets of this district have sufficient supplies 
at prices which vary considerably, but on the whole averaged in April about 
19 seers per rupee for common rice, a rate shown to be better than that of 
April 1866 by nearly 2 seers, It is feared, however, that they may rise higher 
yet, and that the months of real pressure will be those of the rains, though the 
good rainfall of the last fortnight has done much benefit to the country, and 
made the people more hopeful. The average number on relief works was 4,468, 
while 2,739 persons received gratuitous relief daily. The committees and sub- 
committees appear to be active, and cases of distress are said to be promptly 
relieved. 

2. Rajshahye.—The fall of rain has apparently caused a fall of prices. 
Private trade has been very active, and complaints of want of seed-grain have 
altogether subsided. Тһе daily average number on district works is only 1,365, 
while about 3,500 persons find employment on the railway. On village works 
about 400 or 500 persons are employed, while in the south Burhind 1,744 are 
engaged in jute and cotton-spinning. The returns for other divisions are 
incomplete. At poor-houses 2,278 persons are relieved. As far as the returns 
go, they show a total number of 4,192 persons as in receipt of charitable relief 
of some kind. 

8. Dinagepore.—The recent rainfall has much improved the condition and 
кокон of this district, benefiting not only the crop of spring rice now 

' nearly arrived at maturity, but enabling the ryots to extend their sowings for 
, the early autumn ricecrop. Prices have, however, а decided upward tendency 
in those parts where rico has hitherto been comparatively cheap ; the mahajuns’ 
stores are reported to be now almost exhausted ; and the Government rice is in 
many places being freely bought. The stion of opening the Northern 
Bengal Railway golahs for sales to the publie must be settled by the Relief 
Commissioner. Mr. Lowis states that the internal trade of the district has been 
most active and useful in distributing the stocks of grain while they lasted.

7. Rungpore.—The state of things in Rungpore has materially improved 
since the last narrative. Supplies have been coming in freely from outside: 
prices have gone down ; there has been a heavy rainfall, and the prospects of 
the crops are said to be most encouraging; the area under early rice is double 
that usually sown. The numbers on relief works in the Govindgunge division 
have however mounted up rapidly, no doubt because the relief derived from 
importations does not reach that quarter. In Peergunge and Molong, also, 
there is a large increase, but it is evident from the accounts given that the 
works have here been to some extent too laxly managed. The Collector's 
instructions for remedying this are judicious and in accordance with the rules 
laid down by Government elsewhere. The change to piece or task-work must 
be introduced gradually and carefully. The total number on relief works is now 
44,616, The district allotment of grain has been completed, and vigorous 
efforts are being made to get it away from Kallygunge to the local depóts. If 
the plan of selling to petty traders for transport to the interior answers, much 
trouble and expense will be saved to Government. Upwards of 14,000 mounds 
of Government rice have been sold, and it is satisfactory to learn that the sales 
have not injured private trade, but rather given it a stimulus. The numbers 
relieved charitably at Government depóts were 1,932, while 6,408 persons were 
employed in cotton-spinning and other light labor. 

8. Bogra.—Supplies are still obtainable, and in parts at comparatively 
moderate rates. The spring rice is being cut, and, though not an extensive 
crop, will help to tide the people over the next month, when the early aous 
crop will come into the market. There are still 86,502 people on the publie 
works, of whom only 8,724 are men, the rest being women and children. The 
Collector observes that “ orders have gone out to all circles for village registra- 
tion and weeding out the incapables, and he hopes great progress will be made 
this month." It does not appear from the report that any immediate or active 
steps have been taken to get these crowds of women and children back to their 
villages, and no explanation is given as to what has become of their male rela- 
tions. 8,199 persons are in receipt of charitable relief. , 

9. As regards transport, the Collector reports that all available carriage 
has been taken up. Carts must be got fromDinazepore. ‘This district is very 
backward still in its transport arrangements, The Collector's information 
would also seem to be in arrear, эв Bogra has had sent to it the whole of its 
own allotment (2,40,000 maunds), plus 50,000 maunds for Ghoraghat in 
Dinagepore, while Mr. Kelly only acknowledges receipt of less than halt that 
quantity up to the 2nd May. S

: The narrative of the Maldah district, for the fortnight ending May 2nd, 1874. 

1. This narrative was received late, owing to the death of the Collector, 
Mr. Alexander. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets much this untoward event, 
hich has deprived the district of an active and efficient head at a very 
critical time. 

2, The returns show an inerease in the number of those receiving relief, 
there being now on works 5,610 persons daily, while 8,382 are in receipt of 
charitable relief; the numbers in last narrative being 4,448 on works and 869 
on charity. ‘Lhe Assistant Collector in charge, thinks that sales to the public, 
and the system of advances to ryots should be much extended, and that the 
allotment of 14 lakhs of maunds will not suffice for this district. On this point 
the Commissioner’s opinion will be awaited. In a district so open to private 
trade, it is doubtful if more is really required. 

9. Of Government grain, 1,286 maunds have been sold to laborers, and 
566 maunds given out in charity.

This crop requires constant irrigation, aud, as may be suspected, the “ beels” 
are most unusually dry this year. 

6. Condition of the People.—The condition of the people remains much the ваше» 
as before except that the late rainfall has served to make the people hopeful. As cases 
ef distress are being promptly relieved by the several Relief Sub-Committees, such 
cases scarcely come to notice now. The Sub-divisional Officer of Lalbag reports that he 
doesmot believe that there is any distress as yet among the people except as regards 
sie lame and impotent of the beggar class to whom alone gratuitous relief has been given, 
The Jungypore Sub-divisional Officer r-ports that in poor house-holds two full meals & 
day are becoming a rarity. In the Mirzapore thana, the roots of lotuses, kesur roots, 
and even the ripe fruit of the Ficus Religiosa, or pecpul tree, are supplementing the ordinary 
food of the poorest classes. He mentions the case of a widow of a late Darogah of 
Shumsheregunge, who came to take a dole of rice from the Relief Committee. She 
was recognized and the fact of herself and her child being in great distress being ascer- 
taitied, Mr. Stewart gave her Hs. 2 out of his own pocket, and the Relief Committee 
gave her Rs. 2 more. Не states that such cases are unfortunately becoming common 
among poor Brahmin and Kayest families, though they do not come to the notice of the 
Committee. It із to be feared that there may be a few such cases in all parts of the 

a District, and it is in great measure for the relief of such cases that the local Sub-Committees 
heve been formed. Surely, if a woman of the position above described could come, even 
though in disguise, to receive a small supply of rice, she could cause information of Her 
distressed state to be given to some member of a Committee. The Relief Assistants 
who have been attached to the various Sub-divisions have received special instructions to 
make inquiries to ascertain such cases in order that relief may be given.

jit ıs, more than the usual breadth has been sown with this crop, and if the weather 
‘otinues favorable, and a full crop is reaped, all fear pf famine will practically be at an end. 
Те prospects of the boro rice crop continue good ; the rain has benefited this crop also, for ће 
water-sopply on which it depends, being an irrigated crop, was in some places falling shorts 
‘The boro was sown very early this year, and we mang LAU it to commence ripening in about 
a fortnight, i.e., about 20th May; a larger outturn than usual may also be expected this year. 
Boro dhan will not come mach into the market; it will be kept, I expect, to a large extent by 
` ‘the individual cultivators. Boro is principally grown in Porsha and Chooramon circles, and 
will, in those circles at any табо, help the people to hold on until the bhadoi comes in. Prices 
throughout the district have risen. In places like Bindoil, and Raigunge, where rice has sold 
for some time nt 7 to 8 seers per rupee, there has not been much variation, but, in 
other places, where hitherto it has been cheaper, rice has become dearer, At Porsa, 
When the relief officer first took charge, rice was abundant at 12 and 12) seers per 
таре, now it appears the supply is becoming scarce, and prices have gone up to 
1, with the further tendency upwards, At Patiram Mr. Finucane was at one time 
able to discontinue sales from Government stores to the publie ; now he has again had to open 
his golabs, there being a decided scarcity of supply. At Gungarampore the paikarsand small 
dealers who supply the hats, draw their supplies from Government stores, their usual sources of 
supply having become exhausted. "There was a very fair стор in many parts of thanas Chintamon 
Habra and Takoorgaon ; the marts in the two former divisions also were full of rice in October, 
owing to the insufficiency of water in the Jamoona river having prevented export, and it was 
expected that in that part of the country there would be no distress. Complaints, however, have 
reached me of high prices and consequent distress, and the district relief officer has just started 
on a tour in that direction to inquire into and report on the state of the country. Whatever 
truth there may be in the accounts of distress, there is no doubt that the price of rice has risen. 
* mddenly in that part, and I think the railway authorities would do well to open their golabs, 
and sell through shop-keepers for the benefit of their coolies, I have written to Major Lindsay 
miggesting the advisability of this step being takeny-but do not know whether anything has 
been done. The mahajans golahs at Habra and Foolbaree are, so I hear, now nearly empty, 
and Lam not surprised to hear it, for not only have the paikars of this district drawn on them 
for supplies, but a great deal has been taken into Rungpore. The prices in Cooch Behar too 
lavo, I believe, risen, and the Commissioner has, I believe, written to'Mr. Robinson urging the 
Advisability of Government stores being placed in some places in Thakoorgaon thana, 
along the Julpigooree border. This exhaustion of the stock of grain, however, has not 
ben altogether unexpected, for from the first I anticipated that the surplus of the 
favored tract, would be drawn away for the benefit of the distressed parts of the country 
since the internal trade of the district is very brisk, as 1 lave pointed out in my 
earlier оң and our fear all along has not been that the surplus wonld fail to be 
distributed, bat that, looking to the absence of an import trade, it would not suffice for 
the wants of the people. "That there is general distress in the parts of the courtry from 
vhich complaints have come I do net consider likely. I suspect the villagers want money- 
advances more than any thing else, and money-advances I do not feel inclined to 
five, except as a last resort. I may add that I have had one or two of the cases 
quired into by a trustworthy officer, and have found that what is really wanted, is a 
Toney-advance, which is asked for by men with plough-bulloeks in their possession, 
td who have по lack of ornaments on their women.

at first doubtful as to the sufficiency of the supply, but subsequent enquiries, and the 
pearance of dhin in the market, have dissipated all anxiety on thit score, "The question of 
sufficieney of seed-grain has been settled, but the question of advances is still a moot point 
and opinions are much divided among my circle officers, some fearing that ботад 
advances will be necessary ; others that the mahajuns and zemindars are hanging back no 
but will supply the want when they see Government will not. For my own part Iam stil qf 
opinion that money-advanees to individual ryots will not be required. ‘There is nothing in th 
first place to indicate that there isany general luck of means among the people, Enquiries shes 
that at all the hats, there is an absence of nothing except rice; vegetables, fruit, sugar, sweet. 
meats, curds, and other articles, that,can by no means be termed necessaries, are exposed for sale 
and find purchase: rnaments are to be seen on the women, and the very fact of the sale of 
i ble to hold its own, at 8 seers per rupee, in the presence of sales of 
Government Burmah rice at 12, shows that there is a considerable proportion of the villages 
in command of funds sufficient to enable them to buy dear food which is more to their liking 
than the cheap, and the existence of this class with money at their disposal, inclines me to 
believe that the outcry regarding the want of advances has no real foundation. Villagers of 
the better class, and local mahajuns, have most of them stores of seed-grain, and the bulloeks 
ted with by their poorer neighbours, have in many instances been bought in by them, 
len of this class are thus in a position to help their neighbours without advancing any mone 
they dan lend seed-grain and bullocks, being repaid in kind after the next harvest has bee 
‘That such a class exists is proved by the complaints of the villagers themselves, for 
I am constantly told that such and euch persons’ have dhan which they won't sell 
to their starving neighbours, the fact being that the persons alluded to are keeping their 
stores until such time as there is а» real demand for them, ie, until the time for 
sowing has come, when they will be prepared to lend. That the poorer ryots are 
indebted to their mahajuns and are compelled even in ordinary years to borrow, is only 
another argument in favour of the supposition that this year also help will be forth. 
coming when the time ‘comes, for a mahajun who is owed money, is pretty certain to ad- 
vance seed-grain to a debtor, if for no other reason than to give him a chance of repaying the 
debt. Lastly I would point ont that, so far as I bave been able to discover, a larger breadth 
of bhadoi has been sown this year than usual, and has been sown without any advance, or 
any Government help being required. It is true the bhadoi covers a comparatively small 
area, but it is also true that the bhadoi is a much less valuable crop than the hemanta, and 
money advanced for-the latter would be advanced on mueh better security. The subject still 
engages the attention of my circle officers, who will note particularly, after,the soason for 
bbadoi sowings is past, whether any villagers have been unable to sow their lands from iv- 
ability to purchase seed, or procure plough-bullocks ; if such there be, it becomes a question 
whether they should not receive advances to enable them to cultivate their bemanta, for it 
may be assumed that the want of funds to cultivate the one crop will operate equally in 
preventing the cultivation of the other. But there is yet another feature of the question 
that demands attention ; supposing the villagers to have got their seed and means of cultivar 
tion, how ean we ensure that they shall obtain subsistence after the rains begin, and 
relief works are ciosed? It may be assumed that after June, our relief operations, so far м 
employing labor is concerned, will cease, for not only will the rains stop all road«making

to our operations. The introduction of task-work in the Durgapore circle has, I believe, 
brought down Mr. Jones’ numbers from 60,000 to nearly 10,000; the reduction, it is 
tre, is partly due to his having made over some of his works to the neighbouring circle 
Юто of Kalingunge and Chooramon, but it is mainly due to the labour test having cent off 
men whose presence was not desirable. Mr. Jones has made enquiries about some of those 
bo have left, and learnt that they prefer employment with their fellow-villagers, to doing 
task-work on the roads, which shows that, as regards them at any rate, the thinning bas been 
jndicious, The working of the scheme requires watching, but the principle is a sound one, 
that every one who receives wages, should give some work in return, and it is almost impos- 
sible to enforce this unless the amount of work done can be accurately ascertained. Public 
Works Department subordinates have been supplied to most of the circles, and by their means 
Tintend to have accurate maps of the roads, the amount of land taken up, &c., made ont for 
record in the office ; the zemindars bave given up lands required for relief works in the most 
liberal spirit, but a public record of the land so given up is desirable. The number of laborers 
employed varies, a fall of rain taking many away, but the general tendency is to increase, 
except the Durgapore circle. The total number employed in the distriet is about $5,000. 


C.—Traxsrort, 


As our allotment is now nearly all brought in, many of our carts have been discharged ;

The main feature of the past fortnight has been the endeavour made to bring charitable 
relief to every man's door, by placing и small deposit of rice in charge of the mandal эг head- 
man of every village in which relief is required. 

Having been on tour in the western parts of the district during the past fortnight, I bare 
had an opportunity of seeing many manduls, and of enlisting their sympathy and co-operation 
in this work. Every man whom I came across was found able to read and write sufficiently 
to enable him to keep a proper memorandum of issues of rice, and of the persons to whom 
issue is made. This is really all that is required of them in the way of caligraph , and L 
am afraid that the circle officer of Bhadooria, who had employed paid mohurirs оп this work

Durie the fortnight under report the supplies brought ri the head-quarter markets 
not only recovered but exceeded the wonted supply. For the first week deficieney not o] 

К continued, but became more marked, and on one date, the 22nd, prices reached [4 7a lod 

` maund common rice and Rs. 8 for good rice, but during the second week supplies poured in 

ү from all quarters, Julpigoree on the north and Serajgunge on the south, at the same time that 

Dinagepore sent more than its usual quantity, and local stores were also brought out. The result 

was that in the three markets held up to the 30th April, the grain offered for sale was double 

the quantity of that brought in the four markets of the preceding week, and on the last date 

over 1,000 maunds was brought out and sold at Rs. 4-8 рег pukka maund = 4-10 seers of 
80 tolahs per rupee. 

2, From my latest information supplies have not increased along the markets of thé 
western border, but prices have become somewhat casier. At Pirgunge it is Rs, 5-8 per pukka 
maund = Rs, 5 per standard maund, and the relief officer reports that the Dinagepore markets, 
Phulbari, Ghoraghat, and other places from which the traders draw their supplies, are not 
expected to last out more than a fortyjght. I doubt this very much. Much of the supply of 
the market here is drawn from Phulbari, and the fresh impulse in the trade does not indicate 
any jnminent exhaustion of stocks in that quarter. In any case, the permission now received 
to sell rice at Kallygunge to traders from Pirgunge ought, if properly looked to, obviate any 
temporary deficieacy of supply. The relief officer estimates that ‘there are about 10,000 
maunds of grain ве in private stocks in his thana. 

3. 1 was at Kumargunge a few days ago. The price there had been Rs, 6 a maund, but 
had again fallen to Rs, 5-4, though the grain from Dinagepore passes through this thana on its 
way to the Mahigunge markets. The relief felt here has not yet been obtained there in its full. 

` extent. In Govindgunge the prices have been Rs. 5 to 5-8. Along the eastern border prices 
have fallen at the Teesta, and river-side supplies have been abundant. At Kallygunge, on the 
Brahmapooter, prices аге Rs, 3-12 a maund, and rising up the Teesta to Rs, 4, and the same 
is quoted in the Dharle markets and on the Brahmapooter river-side at Chilmari and Jatra- 
pore.

Those who prefer to remain 
on at task-work, but who cannot earn six pice at the шо rates, should be веј 
of into distinct gangs, and the rates should be increased on their behalf as much -again 
as the present rates. These gangs must work on a different part of the road from the full ж 
labour gangs, and they must be carefully scrutinised by all supervising officers, to secure that 
only the young and the weak are allowed to work on those better terms. No one must be 
allowed to earn more than a maximum of 2 annas in his gang, and if he earns that rate 
several days, he must be drafted to the other gang. Tho relief обсег of Mahrage is 
requested to commence this system, He has on the Pyrabund road 1,600 on daily pay, the 
same number оп the Batashan road, and over 600 on another. Не should commence on, 
the Pyrabund, where the crops are thriving, and the eastern markets were within search, and 
carefully superintend the operation.” 








12. The increase of distress has been thus met by the rond work, The Peorgunge 
oficer, where this has been most marked, thus reports: “As yet there has been no ease of 
actual misery or starvation. We have opened places of work in almost every part of the cirele, 
aud are prepared to open more as necessity should arise. Cotton relief is freely given, aud 
the system of village relief is also in operation.” Statistics of cotton and other modes of relief 
will be given in F, which the district relief officer will propose. 


18. Cotton relief is very popular. We have of course been paying for more than the 
market value of tho labour in spinning cotton-wool into thread, but our rate was adopted 
advisedly at an early stage of our operations after full and careful consideration by the 
relief committee. We pay Re. 1 to a woman to last a fortnight, and she could not subsist on. 
less, and we expect"her to spin one seer of cotton into thread in that time. This gives her 
some time for other occupation, and moreover many of the women who take the cotton have to” 
learn to spin, and few are adepts at it; so that though we may pay more than the market values 
of the labour, we do not pay more than is sufficient to sufficiently relieve distress. Cotton 
relief on our system has just been commenced on Moharani Surnamohi’s estate, where half 
our rates are given, but I do mot see at present reason to alter our mode of relief. Abuses 
are inseparable in all modes of charitable relief, but the special instances given under heading 
Е of last report crept in without my knowledge, as that part was prepared by the distriet 
relief officer. It has not yet been substantiated, but I am having inquiries made. It is

2, I аш glad to say that the condition of the peopie is not reported to 
have altered for the worse, and the prices of grain do uot indicate any imme- 
diate prospect of failing supplies. The prospects of the early rice erop are 
encourageing. here have been no reports of cases of severe individual or 

meral distress In fact tho relief organisation is now in a state of prepara. 
tion to meet an emergency, and I believe is sufficient for present requirements, 

8. As regards relief works, the Moorshedabad district still employs a 
large number of persons on works well scattered over the district, the retnrn up 
to the 2nd of May showing a total employed 4,034, of whom 477 were women 
and children. Rajshabye on the same date gave employment to 1,275 men 
and 133 women and children on the district road. The number employed 
in the distressed tract of Serajgunge was 356. No report from Pubna has 
been received, It must be remembered that in Rajshahye there is a 
long section of the Northern Bengal State Railway which offers works to 
all comers, and on which about 8,500 persons are employed. Fresh work has 
leen provided lately in the north-east corner of the district where it was 
thought that it was required. The Collector's last narrative gives details of 
persons also employed in village roads, tanks, &c., which are not included in 
his return of laborers rendered in the Public Works Depariment form. 

4, The Pubna Committee have lately determined to open several fresh 
toad works, my own impression is that they will not be largely resorted to at 
fair rates. The Committee proposed a very exorbitant rate of task-work, 
Which I have reduced to a maximum of 4 annas for 100 cubic feet, as I consid- 
ered that there was danger of attracting people from their legitimate employ- 
nent by offering rates higher than those current in the ordinary labor market. 
5. The orders regarding payment of laborers im rice, or sale of гіве to 
laborers have been received during the fortnight. They are only applicable to 
the Rajshahye district, and in order to facilitate the sale, I have authorised the 
Mte to be fixed at 12 seers of clean rice for the rupee.
